Thirty minutes before the arri­ 
val of the*prisoner at her home she was 
very nervous and excited. 
By a little 
tact of the physicians and a few others 
who had reached the Dannettell home 
several minutes before the arrival of 
Sheriff—S 
the prisoner, she 'regained her com­ 
posure and was perfectly quiet when 
the n?gro was brought in her presence. 
It had been arranged that she was not 
to speak when he was brought before 
her. 
She was to look him over care­ 
fully as he was walked back and forth 
in her presence. 
She had previously 
said that he had a peculiar smile that 
she wanted to see. 
She was carried 
in front of the door and when the door 
was thrown open and he stood smiling 
in three feet of her she exclaimed, 
“ that is the man” and almost jumped 
off the settee where she was lying. 
The door was closed in a moment and 
she was allowed a little time to regain 
her composure. 
After it had been ar­ 
ranged for her to converse with him 
he was again brought before her. 
She 
askoi him a few questions and the 
negro, who of course was very much 
excited, insisted that she was mistaken, 
that he was not the man. 
She re­ 
peated to him much of the conversa­ 
tion that occurred between them during 
the struggle, then asked the officers to 
take off his hat and look for a scar 
over his left eye where she struck him 
with a stick. 
Officer Lane told her 
there was a mark over his right eye 
but she insisted that she struck him 
over the left eye. 
A closer look 
dis­ 
closed a swollen place a little above 
the left eye which before had been un­ 
noticed and in the center of which was 
a slight abrasion which showed that 
he had been struck there quite recent­ 
ly. 
All of her statements made before 
he was brought before her as to his 
age, height, color of clothing, 
par­ 
ticularly the brown trousers, his gener­ 
al appearance, etc., were very accur­ 
ate. 
She was lifted to her feet and the 
negro was just an inch or two 
taller 
than she as she had stated. 
After the 
tests were completed and the prisoner

disease spreads fu rther w est, howev er, 
he said the state v eterin arian stands 
rea d y to declare a quarantine. 
While 
the disease is m ost contagious, Dr. 
R oberts said tha t com parativ ely few 
c a ttle hav e died as its result. 
The ef­ 
fect on the cow, howev er, he said, is 
so seriou s that the anim al is practical­ 
ly u seless to its ow ner a fte r it has suf­ 
fered one attack. 
“T he disease,” said Dr. Roberts, “is 
recurring. 
The cow alm o st always 
gets ov er the first attack, but a second 
is su re to follow within a short time.

American Mining Cong ress Con­ 


venes at Philad elp hia Tod ay. 


Pittsburg. Dec. 2.—Delegates from 
all parts of the United States conv en 
ed here today in the opening session 
of 
the 
American 
mining 
congress. 
They were receiv ed with adresses oi 
welcome by city officials, who dwelt on 
the importance of the objects of the 
congress. 
The purpose of the congress is the 
promotion of uniform state legislation 
relating to the mining industry , the 
protection of the liv es of m ine work 
ers. the protection of inv estors in mine 
stocks and the prev ention of unneces­ 
sary waste. 
During the sessions ol 
the congress addresses on these and 
related 
topics 
will be deliv ered by 
prominent, men, among whom J ames 
J . Hill, Edward H. Harriman and J ohn 
Hay s Hammond are counted upon. 
One of the most interesting features 
of the congress wtll be the gathering 
on Friday of gov ernors of states in 
which mining is an important Indus 
try . 
Gov ernor Stuart has sent lnv lta 
tlons to the gov ernors of six teen states 
and many of them hav e signified their 
intention of being present.

The committee finds it undesir­ 
ab le that the p ossession of a p eerage 
should of itself give the right to sit 
and vote in the house of lords, and it 
recommends that qualifications should 
b e the main test for admission to the 
reformed house. 
.It then sets forth 
that all hereditary p eers should b e 
formed into an electoral b ody for the 
p urp ose of electing 200 of their numb er 
to sit and vote as the “lords of p arlia­ 
ment,” not for life, b ut for a single p ar­ 
liament; that the sp iritual lords of p ar­ 
liament b e reduced to ten, to b e elect­ 
ed b y the b ishop s; two archb ishop s 
sitting during the tenure of their sees; 
and the other eight for the duration of 
each p arliament; 
that Canada, Aus­ 
tralia, New Zealand and South Africa 
have sp ecial 
rep resentatives in the 
house of lords; that a numb er of he­ 
reditary p eers, estimated at 130, p os­ 
sessing certain qualifications, should 
sit without the necessity of election. 
These to include men who have held 
the p ost of cab inet minister, viceroy , 
governor general of Canada and gov­ 
ernor of the larger colonies, and « ^aval 
and military offices of high rank and 
that twenty y ears of service in the 
house of commons shall entitle one to 
a seat among the p eers.

will give the reformed house of lords
